“Sex Stimulant” Products — 
How Safe Are They?

It presented wit¬ 
nesses who testified that 
they had seen RUSH in 
adult bookstore counters 
"among such items as 
penis enlargers, Spanish 
Fly, rubber penises and 
Sta Harder." 

It was also alleged that

Superior Judge John 
Sapunor, Sacramento, has 
halted the distribution of 
the product RUSH. The 
Pacific Western Distrib¬ 
uting Corp. has been given 
a temporary injunction, 
which halts its wholesale 
transactions. RUSH will 
continue to be sold in 
stores, except three Sac¬ 
ramento bookstores 

named in the injunction, 
until their supplies are 
exhausted. A move for a 

E ermanent injunction will 
e heard on February 7. 

RUSH is a butyl nitrite 
compound similar to other 
products such as LOCKER 
ROOM, LIQUID POP¬ 



PERS, and a score of 
others originating in pro¬ 
fessional labs and house¬ 
hold bathtubs. The butyl 


nitrite compounds (BNC) 
have become popular as a 
stimulant during sexual 
climax. They largely re¬ 
placed amyl nitrite when 
that compound was de¬ 
clared a prescription drug 
by the federal government 
in 1967. BNC is popularly 
known as "poppers. 1 

Jerome Lackner, Direc¬ 
tor of the California 
Department of Health, 
initiated the action 
against RUSH. He 

claimed that the product 
was not popularly used as 
a "room odorizer" as the 
defendants testified. In¬ 
stead, Lackner and his 


was 

being promoted as a sexu¬ 
al stimulant. This fact, 
Lackner claimed, made it 
in violation of State 
Health Code 26670 by 
producing a "new drug* 
which had not been prop¬ 
erly tested by government 
laboratories. The RUSH 
distributor claimed that 
the product was not "new" 
or a "drug" because it was 
merely used as a room 
odorizer, not intended for 
inhalation. 

The state alleged that 
RUSH is advertised as an 
aphrodisiac and as an aid 
in prolonging sexual 



could cause headaches, 
vomiting, dizziness, light¬ 
headedness, faintness, loss 
of consciousness, low 
blood pressure, rapid 
heartbeat, interference 
with breath which may 
lead to coma or death and 
methemoglobinema (the 
inaction of the oxygen¬ 
carrying capacity of the 
red blood cells). 

Dr. Sumner Kalman tes¬ 
tified that "persons who 
have disease of the circu¬ 
latory or respiratory sys¬ 
tem or those with a pre¬ 
disposition to stroke risk 
their lives in using 
RUSH." 

RUSH and products 
similar to it have had 
numerous court battles in 
California and across the 
country. These were 
usually associated with 
"raids on adult book¬ 


stores where arresting 
officers contended that 
the products were, in 
reality, amyl nitrite. 
Such cases were not suc¬ 
cessful in Orange County, 
Long Beach and San Fran¬ 
cisco (Jaguar Books) in 
California. The courts 
ruled that butyl was not 
the same as amyl. The 
state took another stand - 
- to attempt to ban butyl 
products. 

Three adult bookstores 
are prohibited from sell¬ 
ing RUSH in Sacramento 
in the temporary injunc¬ 
tion. They are Goldie s 
Arcade, Cordova Books 
i and Pleasure Island. In¬ 
vestigators testified that 
clerks in these businesses 
told them that RUSH was 
to induce a "sex high" and 
"to be taken just before 
the big moment." 

Jim Miller, local dis¬ 
tributor of a BNC called 
LIQUID POPPERS, ex¬ 
plained to B.A.R. that the 
products called RUSH, 

Locker room, liquid 

POPPERS, BOLT, etc, are 
"different in their com¬ 
position and their effect. 
They are not uniform. 
They even smell differ¬ 
ent. He is continuing to 
distribute LIQUID POP¬ 
PERS while remaining in 
contact with the State 
Attorney General's 

Office. He recognizes 
that the ban on RUSH 
could result in the banning 
of all butyl nitrite prod¬ 
ucts . . . "Then we are out 
of business." Miller adds 
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that he is only selling a 
"room odorizer which is 
legal." 

Jay Freezer, who dis¬ 
tributed RUSH nationally 
through his Pacific West¬ 
ern Distributing Corp., 
states that he no longer 
wholesales the RUSH 
product. He states that 
RUSH "does not contain 
butyl nitrite." He empha¬ 
sized that the RUSH label 
states that it only con¬ 
tains "nitrosoxy and 
methyl propane." Freezer 
then added, "You better 
check that out with some¬ 
one else. I am not a 
chemist." 

RUSH's Freezer was 
asked where RUSH had 
been manufactured, and 
he said he did not even 
know the city where it 
was made. When asked 
who the owners of RUSH 
were, he answered that 
they were residents of 
California. This reporter 
inquired why a chemical 
product distributed to 
thousands of people was 
manufactured under con¬ 
ditions that were unknown 
to its distributor. Freezer 
replied that he trusted the 
people who sold it to him 
and that they had assured 
him that it was "safely" 
manufactured. 

B.A.R. was cautioned 
by Freezer not to say that 
a new product being dis¬ 
tributed by Pacific West- 
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ern was a "reaction" to 
the halt of RUSH distribu¬ 
tion. Freezer urged that 
the new product, BOLT, 
had been in the planning 
stage" for some time but 
due to the RUSH injunc¬ 
tion was now being 'hur¬ 
ried into production." 

Pacific Western Dis¬ 
tributing is now placing 
advertising to encourage 
the public to buy BOLT* 
although Freezer said he 
had not received a ship¬ 
ment yet. 

What are the long-range 
mental effects that result 
from the continuing use of 
BNC? Ron Lee, an up¬ 
front Gay who heads the 
city's Center for Special 
Problems, reveals that 
BNC only has one long- 
range psychological de¬ 
fect that he can 
determine: "Some people 
become dependent on 
drugs or boosters in that 
they relate it always with 
having sex. In this situ¬ 
ation the sex experience 
is always drug dependent. 
This may be said of butyl 
or amyl nitrite products 
or alcohol. That could 
present problems, depend¬ 
ing on the individual 
case." 

Dr. Lewis Boucher is a 
local physician whose 
clients are, by his esti¬ 
mate, "probably 99% 
Gay.' He told B.A.R. that 
a number of the clients 
used BNC but that he had 
never seen a case of a 
serious health problem 
resulting from its use. 
One client, he said, had a 
minor burn in his nostrils 
from directly applying the 
liquid into his nose. How¬ 
ever, Boucher adds that 
many of his clients are 
young and in general good 
health. He believes amyl 
and butyl nitrite products 
could aggravate existing 
medical conditions such as 
asthma or heart problems. 

Dr. Alan Slagle, a phar¬ 
macology specialist for 
the fooa ana drug section 
of the state Health De¬ 
partment, contends that 
RUSH is a drug and that it 
dilates blood vessels in 
the body, causing a lack 



of blood pressure to the 
brain and creating some 
dizziness and altered per¬ 
ception. The high comes 
on within 30 seconds and 
lasts for three to five 
minutes." 

Dr. Kalman emphasized 
that "this product is not 
generally recognized by 
experts qualified by scien¬ 
tific training and experi¬ 
ence to evaluate the 
safety and effectiveness 
jof drugs, as safe and 
effective for the purposes 
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and conditions for" which I 
understand it to be 
intended.” 

Dr. Richard Hamilton 
of San Francisco Buena 
Vista Doctors testified at 
the Sacramento trial. He 
said he had surveyed 500 
people about their experi¬ 
ences with butyl nitrite. 
The San Francisco physi¬ 
cian concluded that the 

f reatest use was in the 
0-35 age group where 
69% of those quizzed said 
they used "poppers" more 
them once a month. Over 
90% responding said they 
used BNC while only 3.5% 
"acquired medicine from a 
doctor." Over 60% of the 
nitrite users claimed it 
was "enjoyed for its 
sexual effect" with 91% 
admitting that they used 
it at times in conjunction 
with a sexual act. 

Negative effects de¬ 
rived, Hamilton told the 
court, were headache 
(64%), burning nose (43%), 
sore throat 116.5%) and 
persistent cough (16%). 
The doctor said that he 
was surprised to learn 
that 58.5% "believed the 
substance they were using 
to be dangerous to their 
health." 


that amyl nitrite be re¬ 
moved from prescription 
control and placed in the, 
hands of "responsible" 
individuals for marketing 
and "controlled like alco¬ 
hol and cigarettes with a 
warning to the buyer on 
the label." 

The physician stated 
that he gave prescriptions 
for amyl nitrite to his 

f iatients "as an alterna¬ 
te" to butyl nitrite prod¬ 
ucts. 

The cost of BNC is 90<t 
to $1.10 for small vials in 
quantity — when bought 
wholesale. Retail buyers 
must pay $5-$6, so there 
is considerable profit in¬ 
volved for the distributor. 
Since the extensive adver¬ 
tising for RUSH by its 
manufacturers costs many 
thousands of dollars, it 
can be assumed that the 
real cost of manufactur¬ 
ing must mean that 
RUSH, and products like 
it, are manufactured for 
only a few cents per unit. 

There appear to be two 
reasons why some BNC 
manufacturers emphasize 
that the product is a 
"room odorizer - not to be 
inhaled" on the vials and 
bottles and when oral in¬ 


make it a new drug. 

Officer Tom Donohue, 
San Francisco vice squad, 
told the press that he has 
received no reports of 
injuries or deaths from 
butyl nitrite products. 
The only complaint was 
from a nun wno caught 
two boys sniffing one of 
the products in a parochi¬ 
al school bathroom. No 
sexual activity was trans¬ 
piring at the time. 

The state health offi¬ 
cer, Dr. Slagle, was asked 
about what real risks are 
involved in a product such 
as RUSH. Since the prod¬ 
ucts such as RUSH (and 
similar items) are not yet 
fully tested, he states it is 
difficult to make a gen¬ 
eral statement. He says, 
"Each user has to estab¬ 
lish whether the benefit is 
worth the risk."

march, at the very mo¬ 
ment he was sworn in. He 
took the rain as a good 
omen, "Anita Bryant said 
Gay people brought the 
drought to California. I 
was elected and the 
drought stopped." 

Milk, Carol Ruth Silver 
and Ella Hill Hutch — 
representing the three 
districts in which Gay 
people are concentrated - 
-provided the most drama 
of Inauguration Day, Jan. 

Hutch cast what most 
observers regard as the 
swing vote to elect 
Dianne Feinstein to a 
third term as Board presi¬ 
dent. Milk and Silver 
voted for Gordon Lau, on 


Hall for his inauguration. 
To the 200 supporters who 
marched with him he said, 
"This is your day, your 
swearing-in." He is the 
first up-front Gay elected 
in California. Represent¬ 
ing Los Angeles was Don 
Amador, Gay liaison to 
Mayor Tom Bradley. 

Joining the march were 
sixth-graders from the 
Peninsula School in Menlo 
Park in a study of practi¬ 
cal politics. Teacher 
Steve Walters, Alice B. 
Toklas Club treasurer, had 
engaged them in their own 
mock elections complete 
with brochures. Some 
youngsters had earlier 
aided the Milk and Rick 
Stokes campaigns. After 
the inauguration march, 


Milk and Silver took 
their oaths as supervisor 
from Municipal Court 
Judge Ollie Marie- 
Victoire. 

Milk promised hope. 
"It's no secret that lately 
there have been too many 
disappointments, too 

many times when hope has 
been dismissed as cam¬ 
paign rhetoric by the very 
politicians who raised it. 
Now time is running out. 
The real abyss that lies 
not too far ahead is that 
day when a disappointed 
people lose their hope, 
forever. When that hap¬ 
pens, everything we 
cherish will be lost . . . 
Those of us being sworn in 
must guarantee that the 
promises that have been

According to 
Matt Coles of the San 
Francisco Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club, the measure 
hopefully corrects legal 
complications foreseen Dy 
the city attorney's office 
in a proposal submitted 
last September by Super¬ 
visor Bob Gonzales. 

Milk also voiced strong 
views on housing availa¬ 
bility, a matter rising high 
on the list of local Gay 
priorities. Regarding a 
proposal which would ease 
the conversion of 
apartments to condomin¬ 
iums, the supervisor in¬ 
sisted, "This would open 
an entirely new field for 


speculators." Hutch 

agreed that the measure 
would mean "an exodus of 
|>opr people from District 

Silver explained to 
B.A.R. her holdout on a 
unanimous vote for Fein- 
stein as president: 
"Dianne has demonstrated 
in her politics a lack of 
understanding of the 
needs of people which I 
consider important. A 
few of her stands have 
been inimical to the pres¬ 
ervation of some basic 
rights. A recent example 
was her vote against the 
closing of Polk Street (to 
vehicular traffic) on 
Halloween. I have a large 
constituency that believes 
there should be no dis¬ 
crimination against 

anyone for irrational 
reasons." 

Silver continued, "I 
realize there is a certain 
tradition in politics to 
rally behind the winner, 
but it was also important 
to demonstrate that 
Gordon Lau was the right 
person for that job. He is 
a member of the new con¬ 
stituency the Board rep¬ 
resents, he is a strong 
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vote for the minorities - , 
and he would have made 
the difference between a 
liberal and -a conservative 
Board." 

Hutch maintained, "I 
never put much stock in 
labels. People should be¬ 
have the same way as 
Board members regardless 
of who is president." She 
did acknowledge, how¬ 
ever, that committee 
assignments — made by 
the president — influence 
the character of the 
Board. Hutch told B.A.R. 
that speculation in the 

F ress about the reasons 
or her vote for Feinstein 
was incorrect; and that 
she did not wish to com¬ 
ment at this time on the 
real reasons. (Two press 
speculations were that 
conversations with either 
Congressman Phil Burton 
or Sun Reporter publisher 
Carlton Goodlett had in¬ 
fluenced her decision.) 

Hutch said she was sat¬ 
isfied with her committee 
jobs (Streets and Trans¬ 
portation. Finance, and 
Fire, Safety and Police) 
which deal with "issues 
closest to the people." 

Milk's committees 
Urban and Consumer 
Affairs (of which he is 
chair), Streets and Trans- 

E ortation, and Community 
ervices — are regarded 
as less powerful. 

Milk attended inaugura¬ 
tion night parties with 
capacity houses at Alfie's, 
Bones and the I-Beam 
discos. ADVOCATE pub¬ 
lisher David Goodstein, 
with whom Milk was once 
at severe political odds, 
sponsored the events. 
Anonymously-produced 
fliers denounced the rap¬ 
prochement. The super¬ 
visor said the Gay nation¬ 
al movement needs the 
ADVOCATE and that 
means, in part, "I can't 
have the ADVOCATE 
taking pot-shots at me." 

The next night State 
Chair Gerry Parker of the 
California Democratic 
Party’s Gay Caucus — 
first of its kind in the 
nation — cited Milk's "un¬ 
tiring efforts to rouse and 
enlist grass roots support 
across a broad spectrum" 
at the January 10 banquet 
at the Galleria. Lt. Gov. 
Mervyn Dymally — the 
state's highest elected 
Black official acknowl¬ 
edging its highest elected 
Gay official — asserted 
that the San Francisco 
Gay community's resolve 
not to disdain political 
processes has given it 

S ower. Milk stressed to 
tie business community 


that it has a responsibility 
to help put people back to 
work and that its leaders 
must move back into the 
city if they want a voice 
in governing it. 

Later in his first week, 
the new supervisor testi¬ 
fied before the State 
Assembly's Ways and 
Means Committee on be¬ 
half of the now-defunct 
AB 1302, which would 
have protected Gay 
people under the state 
labor code. Of his warm 
reception at a weekend 
Chamber of Commerce 
installation dinner he said, 
"Next year I hope they 
applaud me not because 
I'm Gay, but because I've 
done a good job." 

Sunday afternoon Milk 
addressed a capacity 
crowd at a Minutemen 
Democratic Club brunch 
at Chez Jacques. Before 
the group that had given 
him his first political club 
endorsement last year, 
Milk urged Gay people to 
run for seats on the 
Democratic County Cen¬ 
tral Committee in the 
June 6 election. About 
the man regarded as that 
body's controlling influ¬ 
ence, the supervisor de¬ 
clared, "If Phil Burton 
doesn't check with the 
Gay community about who 
to support, he can no 
longer be called progres¬ 
sive and liberal, and he 
doesn't deserve our sup¬ 
port anymore."

Wally Albertson, 
CDC Prexy, 
Wins Gay Rights 
in L. A. Colleges 

The largest community 
college district in the na¬ 
tion, Los Angeles, has in¬ 
serted a "sexual prefer¬ 
ence" non-discrimination 
clause in its 1978 contract 
with the American Feder¬ 
ation of Teachers. 

Wally Albertson, a new¬ 
ly elected member of the 
district's board, intro¬ 
duced the measure which 
passed 6-1. The clause 
adds protective language 
for Gay people regarding 
the hiring and promoting 
of faculty members. 

Albertson is president 
of the California Demo¬ 
cratic Council (CDC) and 
has been supportive of the 
CDC Gay Caucus. She 
marched with Hollywood 
Gay activists immediately 
after the Miami defeat. 
(Her husband, Jack, is the 
star of TV's "Chico and 
the Man.") 

Albertson told B.A.R. 
that although the board's 
majority ana the AFT had 
virtually no disagreement 
on the issue, the explicit 
Gay clause was necessary 
because of the unpredict¬ 
able nature of court deci¬ 
sions. She believes that 
the district-union con¬ 
tract will be a model for 
the nation's colleges . . . 
B.P. 
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One hundred members 
of the Polk District 
Merchants Association 
and their friends honored 
the men and women of 
Northern Police Station at 
a January 18 luncheon. 
The function was held at 
the *P.S., a Gay bar- 
restaurant. 

Patrick Short, president 
of the organization and 
owner of Sukkers Likkers, 
acknowledged "the out¬ 
standing professional and 
successful efforts" of the 
local station personnel "in 
removing the criminal 
element from our 

streets." Captain 

Cornelius Murphy of 

Northern attended with 
several of his officers. 

Mayor George Moscone 
and Police Chief Charles 
Gain both addressed the 
crowd and commended the 
Polk merchants for their 
salute. Gain appeared in 
full dress uniform, 
prompting many com¬ 
ments on how "distin¬ 

guished" he appeared. 

Moscone was expansive 
in his praise of the Polk 
merchants and expressed 
his pleasure at the large 
turnout. He said that he 
wished that other groups 
would honor "our" police 
force. The mayor said 
that there would be less 
friction in the city if 
more people would know 
their local officers. 

In a reference to the 
Gay community, President 
Short said that "the pro¬ 
tecting force enabled all 
residents to pursue their 
lifestyles peacefully and 
successfully." Particular 


praise was given to the 
control by police after 
"the 1977 influx of indi¬ 
viduals with lawless crim¬ 
inal lifestyles. These 
individuals were believed 
to be displaced persons 
from the Market Street 
and Tenderloin areas 
where successful police 
efforts were making it 
difficult for these would- 
be lawbreakers." Among 
this group, he said, were 
prostitutes, drug pushers, 
panhandlers and robbers. 

The special luncheon 
was planned to thank 
Northern Station officers, 
Short emphasized, "be¬ 
cause their reaction was 
positive and swift. It soon 
became evident to these 
individuals that their 
criminal actions would not 
be tolerated . . . The 
Northern officers were 
assigned a difficult task, 
one they carried out with 
dispatch and in a profes¬ 
sional and lawful manner. 
These 120 outstanding 
men and women persisted 
until the street once again 
became safe. Today, 
these officers continue to 
patrol the streets of our 
area insuring that the 
criminal element does not 
attempt once again to 
move in." 

Top brass of the police 
department attended the 
affair, including seven 

S olice captains. Michael 
•'Toole, public affairs 
liaison for the police 
department, was present 
ana assisted with arrange¬ 
ments. There was Full 
television coverage on the 
evening news programs. 
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Bath Cases Dismissed Amid 
SFPD Confusion 


"Patrons of a public 
bath house have a reason¬ 
able expectation of priva¬ 
cy," the Chief Assistant 
District Attorney has told 
B.A.R. Daniel Weinstein 
added, "The patron pays 
for that privacy." 

District Attorney Joe 
Freitas was out of town 
when two officers entered 
the Liberty Baths on 
January 4 and arrested a 
German visitor and gave 
citations to two other 
patrons in an upstairs 
room. Deputy D.A. John 
Dwyer immediately re¬ 
fused to prosecute the 
out-of-towner. and the 
other two had their Cases 
dismissed the following 
day. 

Dwyer told the press, 
"There’s no question this 
was a private place;" and 
Weinstein made it clear 
where his department was 
when he explained to 
B.A.R., "There can be 
private places in a public 
place. I think that you 
can assure the Gay com¬ 
munity that responsible 
consenting adult activity 
in private - with no 
minors involved - will be 
respected. I think that 
you can expect that . . . 
You know, Based on how 
this case was handled, 
how top officials will deal 
with such cases." 

B.A.R. emphasized that 
the steam bath requires 
registration and patrons 
are behind a locked door 
and asked, "How is this

different than the protec¬ 
tions afforded a hotel 
patron against police 
interference without a 
search warrant?" Wein¬ 
stein said he did not want 
to comment on that. 

The Board of Super¬ 
visors removed the "public 
steam baths" and 
"massage parlors" from 
the Health Department's 
control in 1973 and placed 
them under the police 
department. This was 
during a period of police 
concern over alleged pros¬ 
titution in massage 
parlors. Since 1973, and 
largely before that year, 
the police have taken an 
out-of-sight so out-of- 
mind" attitude toward 
public steam baths. The 
police, even under less 
liberal chiefs than Charles 
Gain, have been aware of 
alleged sexual activity in 
some Gay baths but have 
stayed away because the 
baths were recognized as 
at least semi-private and 
not catering to the gen¬ 
eral "straight" public. 

Officer Michael Lee led 
another officer into the 
Liberty Baths on January 
4 after first "inspecting - " 
the nearby Jack's Baths. 
The Liberty manager 
greeted the officers and 
asked them if he could 
help them in any way. 
They answered, "No." A 
patron was leaving the 
premises through the 
normally locked door and 
the officers moved quick¬ 
ly through the door and 


prqceeded through the 
building. With the man¬ 
ager hurrying to keep up, 
the officers rushea 
through the structure to a 
third floor room where 
they claim to have ob¬ 
served three men in a 3- 
way sexual affair, involv¬ 
ing oral and anal sexual 
activity. Two were cited 
and the third arrested be¬ 
cause he did not have 
identification. The men 
and the patron/witnesses 
denied that there was any 
sexual activity, according 
to the bath's manager. 

Later in the week, Paul 
Hardman of Pride Founda¬ 
tion initiated a meeting 
with Police Chief Charles 
Gain to discuss the inci¬ 
dent and to determine 
police policy. The man¬ 
agers of Jack's and the 
Sutro Baths attended with 
Hardman, an attorney for 
Liberty Baths and several 

E olice captains. Second- 
and reports are that Gain 
made it clear, as did his 
captains, that the alleged 
"raid" was a one-shot inci¬ 
dent and that there was 
no drive against the Gay 
bath houses. Gain later 
let B.A.R. know that he 
had nothing to put in 
writing and indicated that 
the matter was closed. 
(In early conversations 
with Gain when he took 
office, he had told B.A.R. 
that he had no intention 
of doing anything aggres¬ 
sive about the Gay oath 
houses.) Baths owners are 
in general agreement that 
they have an understand¬ 
ing with the police that 
such businesses are "more 
or less private." 

Bath house permits may 


be revoked or suspended 
by the Chief of Police 
after a hearing "for good 
cause" according to the 
SFPD bath house regula¬ 
tions. Two inspections 
are also required of each 
bath house per year to 
check health, safety, 
building and other possible 
conditions. One bath 
owner told B.A.R. that, "I 
do not consider the quicky 
tour to an upstairs room 
by these two officers at 
Liberty Baths an 'inspec¬ 
tion'." 

The arrest-citation 
incident brought special 
attention to Officer 
Michael Lee of Northern 
Station. Since his Liberty 
Baths incident bust, it has 
been reported that he has 
been making arrests in 
adult bookstores on Polk 
Street.

down here and we talked 
for hours. He was very 
supportive and the vote 
was 5-0 when the Appeals 
Board voted." 

The new business is be¬ 
coming the first all-night 
Gay disco, although 
Collier says "everyone is 
welcome." No alcoholic 
beverages are available, 
and patrons will be dis¬ 
couraged from using other 
drugs while on the prem¬ 
ises. No one under 21 will 
be admitted, although this 
would be legal in the non¬ 
drinking situation. 

Collier has gutted the 
former KQED-Radio 

studios and brought in a 
Greybar sound and light¬ 
ing system from New 
York. The dance floor is 
the largest in Northern 
California - 4,000 sq. ft. 
The $200,000 investment 
was financed by Collier, 
his father in Maryland, 
and a few local business¬ 
men. The manager is 
especially proud of the 
sound system, which he 
says is ^'the best in the 
area. We conclude the 
evening by playing 
classical music on it, ana 
you ought to hear that!"

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FCC Closes Pirate 
“Gay Radio” 

The Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission has 
closed a local radio sta¬ 
tion which was presenting 
Gay programming six 
hours a month. Dale 
Evans, owner of the clan¬ 
destine station, admitted 
to B.A.R. that his opera¬ 
tion was illegal. KDHS 
(84 AM) was only on the 
air the first and tnird Sun¬ 
days each month from 7- 
10pm. Its programming 
was Gay news, music and 
commentary. Evans had 
also broadcast many of 
the Gay Community Soft- 
ball League games, in¬ 
cluding the Gays vs. Cops 
game. 

An official of the FCC 
told B.A.R. that such 
specialty programming - 
such as Gay news - is 
presented on small, 
licensed stations and that 
the scores of smaller sta¬ 
tions are often seeking 
new "community service 
programs. He said that 
licensing of radio and 
television stations is a 
worldwide practice and is 
done to protect the public 
from the overlapping of 


•stations to eliminate 
chaos on the dial. He said 
that there are scores of 
federal regulations con¬ 
cerning the licensing of 
stations and that most 
people who desire a sta¬ 
tion outlet purchase an 
existing station which al¬ 
ready has a license. No 
new licenses are available 
in San Francisco at 
present. 

Evans, who ran the 
illegal station in Los 
Angeles before moving 
here, believes that the 
FCC is overly arbitrary 
since his station did not 
interfere with other sta¬ 
tions on the dial. He, 
states that the cost of 
purchasing a station or 
getting proper licensing is 
prohibitive for those with 
limited resources.

There was the time when one went primarily to 
a Gay restaurant over a "straight" one Decause the 
prices were much, much less and the atmosphere 
congenial. Today, the prices at Gay restaurants are 
equal to ; if not higher than, comparable spots and 
the ambiance at more and more places around town 
is receptive and relaxed and hospitable. Someone 
wiggling their box in your face seems less important 
these days when diners are out for a good meal. 

Another complaint one hears around town is 
why bother with a Gay restaurant — the quality is 
too erratic. One night it's passable, another a 
disaster. There sure too many other places that care 
about good food and an ongoing reputation. And the 
party is not held at the bar for 45 minutes with disco 
churning up the digestive tract and blasting the 
eardrums. 

If the Gay restauranteurs are wondering where 
have all the faggots gone, they might look again into 
their part of the relationship. One goes to a Gay 
restaurant in 1978 because one wants to — not 
because one has to. And the question asked more 
often than before is — Why? 

Fancy menus in elaborate English and phony 
French, 22 year old twinkies preening and pouting do 
not alter the proof of the pudding. 

One gets out of a Gay restaurant these days less 
and less except for about $20 a throw. If one is only 
interested in feasting the eyes that's five trips to 
the baths where there's more to see and a snack bar 
if one is forced to feed one's face.

L. A. Cop Analysis 
Concluded by 
“Times” 

"The policeman's lot 
may not have been a 
happy one, but suspects 
didn't have many laughs, 
either," concludes the Los 
Angeles Times in its final 
analysis of the Los 
Angeles police depart¬ 
ment, following its exten¬ 
sive study of the law en¬ 
forcement body. Eleven 
L.A. Times investigative 
reporters spent several 
months interviewing 

officers, administrators 
and the public. 

The Times reported 
that "it is probably the 
most corruption-free 

department of any major 
city, much to the credit 
of its internal affairs 
division. The result is 
. that it also stands as a 
I well-disciplined force — 

I courteous most of the 
time, hard-working, 

determined and proud. A 
poll conducted for The 
Times showed that 69% of 
the city's residents ap- 

§ roved of the way the 
epartment handles its 
job, an accolade that 
would go to few police 
forces in the country." 

Negative reactions 

from the analysis were 
that "the general atti¬ 
tudes of the police are 
often worrying — their 
obsession with the 'threat' 
of homosexuals, their 
compilation of what 
-amounts to 'battle plans' 
against those perceived to 
be politically hostile, 
their lukewarm attempts 
to integrate minorities 
into the force . . . The 
police investigation of 
cases is often so sloppy 
that many witnesses go 
unquestioned and many 

E rosecutions collapse. Its 
omocide conviction rate 
is not distinguished and its 
relations with the district 
attorney's office leave 
much to be desired." 

The report chides the 
Police Commission and 
the City Council "who 
have virtually abandoned 
their role in over-seeing a 
department that com¬ 
mands one-third of the 
city's budget . . . Like the 
military, a police depart¬ 
ment ultimately must 
answer in meaningful 
ways to civilian authori¬ 
ties." 

Chief Ed Davis is re¬ 
signing in February. His 


replacement has not been 
announced. Davis, am out¬ 
spoken homophobe who 
has permitted his officers 
to harass and beat homo¬ 
sexuals on many occa¬ 
sions, is a candidate for 
governor. 

CANADIAN REPORT: 

Toronto Gay Press 
Raided by Police 

The National Gay Task 
Force has protested the 
police raid of the leading 
Canadian Gay newspaper, 
"Body Politic," which re¬ 
sulted in the arrest of 
three staffers. Michael 
Merrill, a former Canadi¬ 
an in San Francisco, gives 
B.A.R. this chronological 
report on police oppres¬ 
sion in that country since 
October: 

OCTOBER 22 

Sixty policemen, armed 
with semi-automatic 

weapons, arrested 146 
Gay men in the Trux 
steam bath in Montreal. 
They were accused of be¬ 
ing "in a bawdy house." 
Some of the arrested 
claim that they were sub¬ 
jected to compulsory VD 
tests and received verbal 
and physical abuse. 

OCTOBER 23 

Montreal observed the 
largest Gay demonstration 
in Canadian history with 
2,000 Gay men, Lesbians 
and straight sympathizers 
marching. This was 

achieved on only six hours 
notice. 

DECEMBER 30 

"Body Politic," Canada's 
leading Gay liberation 
newspaper, was raided by 
the police in Toronto. 
The publication had run an 
article that included 
explicit descriptions of 
sexual acts, "Men Lovihg 
Boys." Three staffers ana 
books available through 
Politic's Pink Triangle 
Press were seized (includ¬ 
ing "The Joy of Gay Sex," 
"The Joy of Lesbian Sex"). 
The charge was "distribu¬ 
tion of obscene, immoral, 
indecent and scurrilous 
literature." The possible 
sentence for the three 
editors could be four 
years in prison. 

JANUARY 15 

Gay demonstrators pro¬ 
tested an appearance by 
singer Anita Bryant in 
Toronto. Bryant did not 
receive a medal from the 
mayor of a province of 
Toronto, as the gesture 
was withdrawn under

JANUARY 16

THE VOICE OF 
A NEIGHBORHOOD 

In 1977, a large seaport 
city on the East Coast 
voted to take away the 
rights of some people. 
Later that year, a large 
seaport city on the West 
Coast voted into office 
one of those same people. 
That same West Coast 
city once had a frighten¬ 
ing nightmare of the 
future -- and the next 
morning promptly voted 
against Richard Nixon. A 
nation followed it's lead. 
That same city voted to 
decriminalize marijuana 
and now sees states like 
Mississippi follow its lead. 

That city, OUR city — 
San Francisco — now has 
broken the last major dam 
of prejudice in this coun¬ 
try, and in so doing has 
done what no other city 
has done before. 

How does one thank a 
city? I hope, with all my 
heart, that I can do the 
job that I have been 
charged to do and do it so 
well that the questions 
raised by my election will 
be buried once and for¬ 
ever — and that other 
cities will follow San 
Francisco's lead. 

I understand that my 
election was not alone a 
question of my gayness 
but a question of wnat I 
represent. In a very real 
sense, Harvey Milk repre¬ 
sents the spirit of the 
neighborhoods of San 
Francisco. For the past 
few years, my fight to 
make the voice of the 
neighborhoods of this city 
be neard was not unlike 
the fight to make the 
voice of the cities them¬ 
selves be heard. 

The American Dream 
starts with the neighbor¬ 
hoods. If we wish to 
rebuild our cities, we 
must first rebuild, our 
neighborhoods. And to do 
that, we must understand 
that the quality of life is 
more important than the 
standard of living. To sit 
on the front steps — 
whether it's a veranda in a

NGTF Attacks 
Koch Critics 

NEW YORK - "We note 
that the same elements 
which tried to prevent the 
full integration of Blacks 
and women into the city's 
police and fire depart¬ 
ments are once again 
raising their voices in 
opposition. They are now 
opposing Mayor Edward 
Koch's executive order 
forbidding discrimination 
against Lesbians and Gay 
men in city government." 

The National Gay Task 
Force also noted that in 
Atlanta and San Francisco 
openly Gay women and 
men have been success¬ 
fully integrated into law 
enforcement agencies, 
demonstrating "at least as 
high a standard of pro¬ 
fessionalism as their col¬ 
leagues." The response by 
NGTF public relations 
officer Ginny Vida notes 
that complaints from 
women police officers 
against their male col¬ 
leagues' sexual mis¬ 
conduct has not led to 
demands that heterosexu¬ 
al males be denied em¬ 
ployment by the uni¬ 
formed services. 

NGTF states that Les¬ 
bians and Gay men in the 
New York City police and 
fire departments are still 
forced by prejudice "to 
violate their principles of 
integrity and self-respect 
by leading double lives. 
The issue is not whether 
there ought to be more 
Gay people in the uni¬ 
formed services, but 
(whether those presently 
serving our city will have 
the same rights as their 
colleagues to be honest 
and open about their 
lives." 

20 Million Gays? 
Kinsey Institute 
Discusses 
Numbers 

How many Gay people 
are there in the United 
States? The answer is 
difficult because what is 
"Gay" is debatable. While 
some would claim that 
ANY homosexual activity 
means a person is Gay, 
most researchers require 
frequent contacts to 
determine a person's sexu¬ 
al orientation. 

The most complete sur¬ 
vey on homosexual activ¬ 
ity remains to be studies 
completed in 1948 and 
1953 by Alfred Kinsey at 


the Institute for 'Sex 
Research. Those surveys 
revealed that 13% of the 
male and 7% of the fe¬ 
male population had more 
homosexual than hetero¬ 
sexual experience or 
psychological response for 
at least three years be¬ 
tween the ages of 16 and 
55, for a combined per¬ 
centage of 10% of the 
total population. 

Dr. Paul Gebhard, the 
current Institute director, 
has attempted to update 
these statistics to include 
more varied sexual re¬ 
action than overt sex 
acts. He now concludes 
that the figures are closer 
to 13.95% male and 4.25% 
female with a combined 
average of 9.13% of the 
total population who have 
had either extensive (21 
or more partners or 51 or 
more experiences) or 
more than incidental (5-20 
partners or 21-50 experi¬ 
ences) homosexual experi¬ 
ence. 

This would indicate that 
there are currently an 
estimated 20 million peo- 

f )le in the United States 
based on a current esti¬ 
mated 217 million popula¬ 
tion), who can be clearly 
classified as homosexual 
or predominantly homo¬ 
sexual. One could add 
into this estimate those 
with occasional homo¬ 
sexual experiences which 
would significantly in¬ 
crease the total. 

Gebhard reveals that 
the surveys show that 
homosexuals are foundUn 
every geographic, ethnic 
and socio-economic 

classification. He also 
believes that the "in¬ 
creased sexual experi¬ 
mentation connected with 
the so-called Sexual 
Revolution" would prob¬ 
ably significantly increase 
the incidence of homo¬ 
sexuality from the latest 
Institute research con¬ 
ducted in 1963. . . . G.M. 

Bella Fights Loss 



Carter Burden, an heir 
to the-Vanderbilt fortune, 
has won the Democratic 
nomination in New York 
over former Representa¬ 
tive Bella Abzug. Abzug 
was seeking the^ seat va¬ 
cated by the new mayor 
of New York City, Edward 
Koch. "We got screwed," 
Abzug told the press when 
she learned that she had 
lost by 50.29 to 49-71. 
She will fight the vote, 
contending, "I won this 
election and I intend to 
keep it." Burden ? unless 
ousted by Abzug m a re¬ 
count, will be on the 
ballot in a special election 
on February 14.

Later the statement 
continues, "But apparent¬

nity is upheld by the good

Romaine Brooks was a 
difficult woman and a dif¬ 
ficult one to capture in 
summary -- if for no other 
reason than that she died 
in Nice in 1970 at the age 
of 96.

Brooks had earned a dis¬ 
tinguished reputation in 
London and Paris as a 
portraitist of exceptional 
talents. Her sparse and 

powerful paintings were 

widely acclaimed in 

Europe; although, like 

those of Mary Cassatt, 
they did not travel well 
and were little noted in 
the United States. Her 
drawings were even more

(perhaps unappealing to 
the outsider, the curious) 
left at her disposal.

she was despised by her 
mother who couldn't con¬ 
trol the mad youth. 

The Goddard family life 
revolved around the hor¬ 
ror of St. Mar (who had a 
private physician con¬ 
stantly at his side) — a 
lost creature another 
family would have locked 
away in a tower chamber 
a la Jane Eyre. 

To have been raised in 
an insane asylum might 
have been more conducive 
to a normal development - 
- for on the surface 
Romaine's family life ap¬ 
peared serene. Social 
position and respectability 
demanded it, and money 
made it possible. 

Once Romaine broke 
from her mother's satanic 
menage, there was no 
compromise; it was fight 
or else. She wrote in her 
memoirs, "Then and there 
I resolved ... to obey no 
other urge than that of 
my art, even though it 
might lead to the ex¬ 
tremes of physical suffer¬ 
ing or to the depths of 
mental distress." 


singular, and in her exper¬ 
iments she is considered 
by some to have predated 
Picasso. Brooks' work is a 
casualty of the cycles of 
taste in art. She injected 
the spareness of Whistler 
with the torture of the 
German expressionists. 
She matched Symbolist 
poetry against the Vol¬ 
tairian cerebral. As a 
result, many of her por¬ 
traits are devastating 
caricatures. 

As a strange and soli¬ 
tary being, Romaine re¬ 
mained always at a 
certain distance from the 
world. And still she suc¬ 
ceeded in living an inde¬ 
pendent life with the 
overs she chose — male 
and principally female. 
Whether as a struggling 
art student in Rome and 
Paris (almost unheard of 
for an unattached female 
of her day). Or as the 
groping young artist in 
T9 OB in an abandoned 
chapel (in the yet to be 
"discovered" Capri) where 
she was adopted by a 
group of wealthy, intelli¬ 
gent, and formidably 

S ifted exiles. The fabled 
»le of Capri where, with 
her tolerant circle, she 
escaped the claustro¬ 
phobic respectability of 
ate-Victonan society. 

Or in London's Chelsea 
with Alfred Lord Douglas 
whom Romaine thought

orial candidate. The 


California Libertarian 
Party will be holding its 
State Convention at the 
Ambassador Hotel in Los 
Angeles the weekend of 
February 17-20 to select 
its candidate for Gover¬ 
nor. Libertarians for Gay 
Rights will be holding a. 
workshop at the conven¬ 
tion. 

Members of Libertari¬

She ruffles 
her hair and chuckles, "I don't wanna work that hard 
anymore." 

At one point Sills had announced plans to sing 
the Marschallin with NYCO. Many opera fans 
thought it would be a lovely, bittersweet way to say 
farewell before retiring, but this may not come to 
pass. Tm not that keen on her anymore," she 
confesses. "The Marschallin loses a lot of charm for 
me unless all the ingredients are right, and the 
chances of that happening seem less and less. For 


She is now at an age 
where many singers find 
the voice not as secure as 
it once was. "In 1980 I'll 
be 51 years old. Now that 
doesn'i bother me in 
terms of being a woman; 
it's still young. But as a 
singer, it makes me feel 
uneasy. I make these con¬ 
tracts with all intentions 
of fulfilling them, but if 
the time comes when I am 
not satisfied with the 
sound I'm producing, then 
I'll pull out. It would be 
better for me, and 
certainly better for the 
opera companies involved. 
Don't forget, they have a 
lot of money at stake." 

In the meantime, she is 
lightening up her reper¬ 
toire. The last of the 
heavy Bel Canto comes in 
March when she sings 
ANNA BOLENA in Tulsa. 
"Those will be the last 
BOLENAS of my life. 
Certainly I'm finished 
with MARIA STUARDA, 
and the ROBERTO DEV- 
EREUX is done, too. I've 
done enough," she sighs. 
"I would like to do other 
things in the latter part of 
my career, not to re-do. 
Everything seems deja-vu 
in the Bel Canto reper¬ 
toire. It's time to move 
on to other things. For 
instance, I've wanted to 
do another Handel piece, 
so Tm going to do 
SEMELE with the City- 
Opera in the Fall of '78. 
I'll be glad to go back to 
Handel. I'd like to do 
another Verdi; I've done so 
little. I had agreed to do 
MACBETH with Tito in 
San Diego, but that was 
before we got involved 
with JUANA LA LOCA." 

Last April she was 
scheduled to do her first 
SONNAMBULA with the 
Boston Opera. Sills 
changed her plans and in¬ 
stead sang Gilda in RIGO- 
LETTO. "Sarah and I have 
two more years to go," 
she chuckles. 'Tve 

changed my mind 46 times 
on the SONNAMBULA. 
She keeps putting it in; I 
keep avoiding it and com¬ 
ing up with something 
else. It must be some¬ 
thing psychological!" 

The Gilda was a 
success, and she is now 
scheduled to sing several 
performances in New 
York in the Spring of '79. 
Does she plan any more? 
"I hope not," she groans, 
and then cackles, Tm not 
even cheerful about the 
ones at the Met!!

Houston Opera had wanted to commission a 
work for her based on the life of Lola Montez, but 
Beverly is trying to talk them out of it. "First of 
all," she says, enough world premieres, already. 
How many can I do and learn? When I read what 
they had prepared, I felt I was too old to play it. 
The opera starts with her too young. I can handle it 
if it's a flashback, but I can't handle it if she starts 
young and grows old. It didn't appeal to me at all, 
and l felt I nad to be honest because a lot of money 

is involved. The idea has not been shelved; it's been 
shelved for me. I suggested someone like Catherine 
Malfitano, who is much better suited to it." 

The third new piece is finished and she is 
working on it. This will be a one-act, one-woman 
opera by Pasatieri for television, based on Eugene 
CTNeill's play BEFORE BREAKFAST. "It’s very 


TV, RETIREMENT, AND AMERICAN ARTISTS 

Beverly Sills freely admits never having liked to 
make recordings; she much prefers television work. 
Not only has sne performed a one-woman blitz on 
the med.ia to bring opera into the homes of Ameri¬ 
cans; but she has Deen building an awesome library 
of videotaped live performances. She hasn't seen 
any yet, and is planning to examine them when she 
retires and has time to relax at her home in Martha's 
Vineyard with her family's new Betamax. 

This fall PBS aired her MANON, and for the 
first time subtitles accompanied the videotape. "I 
pushed for that," she says, shaking her fist. "I 
wanted it for THE BARBER OF SEVILLE, too, and 
I'm going to insist on it from now on. The Live From 
Lincoln Center series sort of gives me carte 
blanche. I think we might get the DON PASQUALE 
on next year. Mr. Dexter wanted to direct me in a 
new production, and Jimmy Levine thought it was 
necessary to get something light in the repertoire, 
because in the Met's new productions, face it, there 
are no comedies. So this was the perfect piece. I 
like it; it's cute enough. It'll be fun to play.' 

She is anxious to see the MANON, though. 
"They say the second act, the bedroom scene was 
extraordinary; like a French movie. Even though we 
fought the World Series in New York, Julius said it 
was an extraordinary rating, just laid everybody flat 
on their backs." 

She plans to put more live performances on 
videotape. "Oh, I imagine there will be a great ! 
flurry to televise the FLEDERMAUS in San Diego 
with Joan and me, but that would be more of a kick. 

I had thought at one time we would get the three 
Queens on tape, but the ideal place for that would 
have been Wolf Trap, and my husband no longer lets 
me work summers/ Even the LUCIA appears 
doubtful now. "If Norman Treigle were alive, I 
would just bend my backside to do THE COQ D'OR 
with him!!" 

The French repertoire has always held a special 
place in her heart. Later this month she will bring 
SFO's production of THAIS to the Met. I was 
surprised she had never sung Gounod's Juliette, a 
role which would have suited her perfectly. "You 
know, the Met actually asked me to do it," she 
replies. "But by that time I was into THAIS, so I 
never pursued it. I should have done it; now I think 
it's too late. I was much more interested in the , 
Bellini Juliette which I did in Boston with Troyanos. 
That was a triumph for both of us. Sometimes you 
just know that special kind of evening happens. We 
walked off arm in arm on that one! We were both 
very smug that night. I have to admit it," she

Sills has been a prime force in getting regional 
opera companies to participate in sharing produc¬ 
tions. Many of these travel around the Gramma 
Fischer circuit, which includes Houston, San Diego, 
Seattle, Baltimore, Miami, and several other cities. 
The City Opera is an occasional participant. Boston 
Opera has performed minor miracles under Sarah 
Caldwell, but these cannot be easily transplanted. 
"Let's face it, Sarah is the one difficult one because 
she has no theater. It's a teensy little house with no 
depth to it. The RIGOLETTO we did used triangles 
which rotated for each act. For the ROMEO & 
JULIETTE she rearranged the sets from BEN¬ 
VENUTO CELLINI. The fact that we were able to 
adapt THE BARBER OF SEVILLE for the City Opera 
didn't prevent the scenery from falling down oecause 
it wasn't built for such a big stage! Now we are 
trying to arrange this FLEDERMAUS that Joan and I 
will do only in San Diego. I'm supposed to do 
FLEDERMAUS in Miami and I think Houston wants 
one. The City Opera can't rent out its FLEDER¬ 
MAUS because it's constantly in the repertoire. It 
would be nice if these other companies can share the 
same production so that whether Joan and I do it 
together or one of us does it separately, we can all 
save money on it." 

Another project is her television talk show in 
New York, LIFESTYLES. She is getting so much 
exposure that when a fan asked her when she would 
again be on TV she cracked, "Probably in about three 
minutes! At this rate, I'm not even gonna wait for 
syndication; Til probably end up getting my own 
channel!!" 

There has been a great deal of speculation 
about her retirement plans. She hopes to head up an 
opera company, and the number of offers she has 
had (including San Francisco Opera) have been 
overwhelming. In addition, there have been many 
offers from TV and other projects. As she speaks of 
them, her voice has the awe of a little girl in the 
most beautiful bakeshop in the world. "I have so 
many temptations in front of me. I've been 
approached by so many that it boggles my mind. I 
thought it would be all easy and clearcut, but it's not 
that simple. So I think Tm going to take a deep 
breath and sit back on it for a while. At least I 
know what I don't want to do. I'm not interested in 
working with stars. I don't want to be involved in a 
company where it's a question of artists' relations. 
Big stars don't need me; they don't need my help." 


Among the offers would 
be a position as a co¬ 
ordinator of the opera 
companies on the Gramma 
Fischer circuit. This is 
still a possibility, and Sills 
feels it could be done 
from the East Coast with 
trips out to the various 
cities. Although she plans 
to remain in the East, her 
reputation as a compul¬ 
sive worker leaves little 
chance that she will spend 
her retirement home in 
bed watching the soaps. 

"What has always inter¬ 
ested me is the promotion 
of young American opera 
singers, she firmly 
states. "I believe they 
always get the short end 
of the stick. ALWAYS. 
Basically, I would like to' 
work where I feel I can 
help them. I did a master 
class with the kids in the 
San Diego Opera Center. 
Well, not a master class, 
we talked; questions and 
answers. It's very excit¬ 
ing. Those are the kinds 
oi singers Tm interested 
in. This Carol Vaness girl, 
who is potentially a Tine 
talent, a marvelous voice; 
she should be working 
with someone like Capo- 
bianco." 

Having sung with many 
regional opera companies, 
Sills has had a chance to 
scout for young talent on 
the rise. "Certainly 
there's a new generation 
of marvelous singers com¬ 
ing up. I hope they're well 
managed. Now there are 
a lot of agents; people 
selling talent, but not 
I guiding it carefully. The 
day ot the manager seems 
1 to be over.

A major problem is 
finding singers who can 
fill the shoes of today's 
opera stars.

I don't see the 
logical replacement to an 
Alfredo Kraus, with super 
high tones. I see colora¬ 
tura sopranos coming, but 
more of the soubrette 
than someone who can go 
into the heavier Bel Canto 
repertoire. Most of us 
ladies who are doing the 
Bel Canto repertoire now 
are older ladies; all of us." 

Nor would she want to 
see young singers burn 
themselves out attempt¬ 
ing the heavier Bel Canto 
roles. "I don't think young 
voices can really tackle 
it. So perhaps this gen¬ 
eration that's coming that 
are in their mid-2(is and 
late 20's, ten years from 
now might do it. I think 
that part of the repertoire 
is going to disappear. It's 
obvious we're having prob¬ 
lems in the Wagnerian and 
Strauss repertoire. When 
you put aside Mr. Vickers, 
and put aside Nilsson, 
you're gonna have 
trouble."

On our way to the Plaka 
(the stepped night-life 
zone below the Acropolis) 
George and Errol pointed 
out the hotels wnere I 
should book some of my 
Gay clients. Small hotels 
overlooking the police 
barracks, and those across 
from the bus and railway 
stations where the mili¬ 
tary abound. Of course, 
these are not in the cate- 

§ ory of the Grand 
retagne or the King 
George, those superior 
hotels facing Syntagma 
(Constitution) Square. In 
Syntagma Square one may 
sit serviced by sidewalk 
cafes and sip a coffee or 
nurse a beer for hours on 
end and enjoy the sun and 
the passing parade. For 
one's emergency needs, 
there is a public conven¬ 
ience (men's room) which, 
for some strange reason, 
seems to be very active 
between 5 ana 7pm. 
Another active location is 
the Zappeion area in the 
National Gardens nearby, 
where strange and won¬ 
derful things happen in 
the bushes at all hours of 
the night. 

Meanwhile, back in the 
Plaka, the streets and 
steps are lined with 
tavernas and shops, and 
cars wind their way 
through the locals ana 
tourists. The popular Gay 
spots are bars — Mykonos, 
Zodiac, Vegelis, Yiannis 
and Christophers. On the 
main steps is the V.O. 
which is often frequented 
by uniformed military and 
hustlers. 

Of course, you just 
might be in Athens to see 
the sights. And, indeed, 
there is much to see. I 
-‘couldn't resist buying a 
supply of the most obvious 
postcard on display at the 
many street kiosks, de¬ 
picting a satyr with a 
large anatomical display. 
The original is a small 
bronze on view at the 
fabulous National Archeo¬ 
logical Museum at Tositsa 
Street and Patission 
Avenue. The museum 
houses the world's grand¬ 
est collection of antiqui¬ 
ties — it has the thrilling 
golden treasury from Troy' 
as well as bronzes, friezes 
and marble statues. 

The Acropolis is a must 
■on everyone’s first trip to 
Greece; and even though 
they have now prohibited 
one from walking through 
the actual temples them¬ 
selves, the site is awe¬ 
some and beautiful. 

But Athens is the start¬ 
ing off point for touring 
Greece. There is so much 
more ahead. 


Anita Bryant, 
Growing Church 
Interest Rated Top 
Stories by Gay 
Religious Editors 

LOS ANGELES - Anita 
Bryant's alleged misuse of 
scripture against Gay peo¬ 
ple, and marked growth in 
church interest in Gay 
ministry, were rated Nos. 

1 and 2 among Gay church 
news stories of 1977 by 
the Gay Religious Editors 
Assn. 

The No. 3 story was the 
ordination last January of 
Ellen Marie Barrett, an 
open Lesbian, as an Epis¬ 
copalian priest, the asso¬ 
ciation's editor-members 
voted. Fourth was the 
silencing imposed in 
August on Fr. John 
McNeill, author of "The 
Church and the Homo¬ 
sexual." It was the second 
time the Vatican had 
ordered the Jesuit celi¬ 
bate not to write or lec¬ 
ture on homosexuality. 

Fifth among the Top 
Ten Gay Church Stories ot 
1977 were declarations 
for Gay rights, or care¬ 
fully neutral and non- 
judgmental study papers, 
issued in 1977 by the 
United Church of Christ, 
the Disciples of Christ, 
the Southern Presbyteri¬ 
ans, the Union of Ameri¬ 
can Hebrew Congrega¬ 
tions (Reform), the Uni- 
tarian-Universalist Assn, 
and several Catholic 
bishops. 

Participating in the Top 
Ten ranking were W. A. 
Doubleday of Cambridge. 
Mass., editor of Integrity 
(Episcopal) Forum; 

Gabriel Lanci of Brooklyn, 
N.Y.. managing editor of 
Insight, a Gay Catholic 
quarterly sponsored by 
Dignity, Inc.; Ted Weeman 
of Oakland, Calif., editor 
of Voice of the Turtle, 
newsletter of American 
Baptists Concerned; Chris 
Glaser of Los Angeles, 
editor of More Light, 
newsletter of Presbyteri¬ 
ans for Gay Concerns; 
Bruce Grimes of Sumney- 
town, Pa., Quaker editor 
of the Friends Committee 
for Gay Concerns news¬ 
letter, and Howard Erick¬ 
son of Los Angeles, a 


Community Church, the 
largest Gay meeting of 
any kind ever held, and 
the retirements 7 - after 
four years of service each 
— of Paul Diederich and 
Fr. Tom Oddo, Boston, 
and the Rev. David Sindt, 
Chicago, from Dignity and 
the Presbyterian caucus. 

Church condemnations, 
though rated only No. 9 by 
the Gay editors, won 
prominent display in some 
church journals during the 
year. "Yet these were 
little more than repeti¬ 
tions of what many in the 
church have alleged for 
decades," Erickson ob¬ 
served. 

"In the 'man bites dog' 
school of journalism, it 
isn't very big news any¬ 
more. The sweeping re¬ 
appraisal of attitudes, 
now under way in many 
churches, is news — en¬ 
couraging news for Gay 
people, their parents and 
others in their families." 

Cordova 
“Closet Case”? - 
Gets 5 Years/Life 

John Cordova, 20, has 
been sentenced from 5- 
years-to-Life in the slay¬ 
ing of Robert Hills¬ 
borough. The sentence, 
on a Second Degree 
Murder charge, is under 
the indeterminate sen¬ 
tencing law, in effect at 
the time of the murder. 
Cordova could be up for 
parole as early as VA 
years. 

Speculation that Cor¬ 
dova himself was a pas¬ 
sive "trade" participant in 
• homosexual encounters 
continues. B.A.R. re¬ 
ceived reports of 
Cordova's alleged homo¬ 
sexual activities months 
ago but could not confirm 
them. The current New 
West magazine has a brief 
article which repeats the 
story that Cordova, when 
under intoxication, had 
been involved in male/* 
male sex. Cordova him¬ 
self denies the stories.

probably why Senator John Briggs 
wants Gays to stay in the closet - keep us frightened 
and divided.) Gay counseling centers are springing 
up like crabgrass across the Western world. The 
British experience is most like our own, only more 
quaint in some ways. For example, when English 
homosexuals cruise the Johns the practice is known 
as "cottaging." 

Babuscio has written of his adventures in 
talking with Gays in a new book (We Speak For 
Ourselves: Experiences in Homosexual Counseling, 
Fortress Press, $4.95). He succeeds in avoiding the 
dry, academic, textbook approach by allowing his 
clients to speak for themselves. 

As an advisor to homophiles, Babuscio finds that 
married Gays present the really complex challenge. 
This is the price of passing to please friends and 
relatives. But people do manage to survive. Witness 
the story told by a homophile named Lawrence: 

You don't hear many Gay fathers tell their 
stories, do you? Until I joined a group of 
Gay fathers about a year ago, I had no 
contact with others in my situation. I had no 
idea about how they managed to deal with the 
question of their children. . . 

The questions can be tricky. But really, if 
you're honest with your kid, they're not 
difficult to answer. Let me give just one 
example. A few weeks ago Kit, my daughter, 
was dropped off at the flat by her mother. 
John, my lover, was in the kitchen, in his 
pyjamas, putting together a late breakfast. 

We had been expecting Kit, but John was 
a bit anxious. He has never met Kit before, 
though he had heard me talk about her a 
great deal. . . 

After Kit had tucked away an egg, an 
orange drink, and three slices of toast, she 
looked over at John for a long, long minute. 
Then, turning towards me, she asked: "Who 
do you love the most in the world, Mom or 
John?"
